Roosevelt's Proposition Has Not
Been Submitted to Rnssian

Emperor.

ALL COUNTRIES INTERESTED

President and Japanese Minister Have
Another Conference at White House
but unable to Consider Question Until
Russia is Heard From.

Washington, June 4.—ePace in the far
cast was the subject of another confer-
ence al the White House between I'reai-
dent Roosevelt and Mr. Takahim, the
Japunese minister. This waus the third
conference of the day which the presi

dent had on the subject. Jusserin, the
French ambassador, and Mr, Obiern, the
British charge de affairs, having been
callers at the White House this morning.

Takaharin enlled at the White House
shortly after 9 o'clock tonight. Thus
far the minister has not been able to tel
the president except in the most general
and unofficial way what Japan is Hkely
to demand of Russia when the latter can
be brought to discuss peace. Even the
minister himself has no idea of what
Japan's indemnity will amount to,

President Roosevelt was unable to give
Tukahira and intimation of how Rusals
viewed the anhilation of her fleet and
until Count Cassini’s report on his visit
to the White House has been received by
8t. Petersburg, no further progress to-
ward peace can be made in that direction,
[n the mexntime, with the assistance of
Takharia, the president is mcquuinting
himsell on the subject of peace. It is
realized by the Washington governmend
that the Mikado has a formidable war
party to cope with and this is one reason
why it is difficult for Tokio to give Wash
ington definite information about what
terms would be in the light of Togo's
lntest victory.

Regarding the general situation it can
be announced that Europe regards Pres-
ident Roosevelt ns the most available
medium for the preliminary communica
tions between St Petesburg and Tokio
andd Count Cassing, the Russinn ambassay
dor, and Takhuria are both convineced
of the president’s sincerity and friend- |
liness to both beliggerents in his con
ference regarding the ending of the war.

DIVERS' NARROW ESCAPE,

venue.

Frank Hottman, who it is charged, was
Mrs, Meyers' confederate in the murder
who was tried, convicted, and sentencea
to be hanged, for the crime, will be a
witness for the state against Mrs, Mey-
Mra. Meyers will be a witness in
her own defense.

The defense will try to prove that
there was no motive for Mrs, Meyers
kKilling her husband. The state will try
to prove that Hottman and Mrs. Meyers
were infatunted with each other and that
they killed Meyers so that they might
marry, Mrs, Meyers still adheres to ler
original story that her husband was kill-
ed by negro burglars. The murder way
most atrocions, Meyers' body being hack-
ed in a horrible manner, Hottman was
arrested at Butte, Mont,, where he had
fled.

MUST PAY TAX

Franchise Tax Law is
Sustained.

NEW YORK DECISION

Supreme Court Holds That the

Rich Corporations Must Pay
Their Taxes.

P
AMOUNTS TO MANY MILLIONS

The Cases Involved the Right to Tax
Franchises, the Law Having Been
Passed When President Koosevelt was
Governor of New York and is Conmsti-
tutional.

Washington, June 5.—The Federal su-
preme court today sustained the consti!
tutionality of the New York Franchise
Tax law, affirming the decision of the
lower coprts.

The case involved the right of the state
of New York to tax frunchises of the pub
lic service corporations the same as real
estate. The law was passed in 1809, an
& result of strong recommeddations made
to the Legislature by the then Governor
Roosevelt.

Justice Brewer made the announcement
of the court today, but no opinion was
read. He simply stated that the decise
ion affacted the validity of the New York
Special Franchise Tax law, and that the
decision of the court below was affirmed.
The case in question, number seven, be-
ing those of the Metropolitan Street
Railway, the Twenty-third Street Rail-
way, the Central Crosstown line, the New
Amsterdam Gas Company, the Brooklyw
City Rallway Company, the Coney Island
and Brooklyn Company and the Consoli-
dated Gas Company.

Ex-Seeretary of War Root was the at-
torney who made the fight against thy
validity of the law in the supreme court.
Attorney General Mayer, of New York.
defended the state before the court, and
today's decision gives him a complete
viotory.

The effect of the decision of the federal
supreme court, affirming the constution:
ality of the Franchise Tax law, passed by
the legislature when President Roose-
velt was governor, means added milliona
to the state treasury. Republican lead-
ers will also be relieved of the duty of
devising new methods of taxation to
meet the growing expenditures of admin-
istration, as it is believed that more than
sufficient revenue will hereafter be col-
lected.

The law imposes a tax upon the fran.
chises of corporations doing business in
this state. There are already more than
$12,000000 due in back taxes, which the
corporations assessed have refused to
pay pending the legal fight as to the con-
stitutionality of the law, Mr. Roosevelt
suggeated the scheme, and it was under
hia leadership that it was passed by the
legislature, It is a new departure iw
state legislation, and it ia expected thajy
other statea will follow the lead of New
York.

MORE TO WALK OUT

| Prospects for  Arbitration in
Chicago Strike Not Good.

BOTH SIDES AGGRESSIVE
If Satisfactory Settlement Is Not Reach-

ed this Week There Will be About 10,
ooo More Men Walk Out and Great
Damage to Business is Inmevitable.

Chieago, June 5.—Developments of the
utmost significance in the teamsters'

strike hangs on to the outcome of arbi-
tration negotiations between the team
owners and the teamsters within the
pext few days. Both sides are in an ag-
gressive mood, and failure to reach an
agreement, it ia predicted, will foree a
walkout of 10,000 more teamsters and
bring idleness to thousands of workmen
in other crafts.

H the members of the Chicago Team
Owners' Association force the imsue with
their drivers similar action on the part
of other teaming organizations, it is
said, is practically eertain.

If the teamsters agree to arbitrate the
question of the right of the team owners
to make deliveries to strike-bound houses
the decision, it is conceded, will be in
favor of the teamowners, whose contract
with the drivera provides that at all
times they shall further the interesta of
their employers. With the team owners
making delivers to all concerns involved
in the struggle, the strike, it is assert.
ed, will lose its force at once.

The Truek Drivers' Union, with which
the team owners have a contract, will
meet tomorrow night and vote on the ar-
bitration question.

The Commission Team Owners' Asso-
cion which has taken action similar to
that of the Teamm Owners' Association,
has confined the arbitration question to
the right of its members to take produce
from the express cars and deliver it to
the various markets. The commission
Wagon Drivers' Union will vote on the
arbitration question tomorrow night.
